I piration, of the day. Officially nothing 


i is yet known of the nature of the ver- 


dict. It is improbable that even Sec- 
retary Alger is acquainted with it, 
notwithstanding the fact that all the 
members of the court-martial were 
present at a dinner given in their 
honor at the secretary's home l^st 
night 


There is no settled practice regarding 


the course to be taken in these presi- 
dential courts. Army regulations, No. 


896, provide, that reports which the 
judge advocate»general may render upon 
such cases and which require 
action 


by the president will be addressed to 
the secretary of war and will be for- 
warded through the commanding gen- 
eral of the army for such remarks and 
recommendations as he may see fit to 
naake. By one- construction''of this 
regulation the Record of the General 
Eagan court-martial would be neces- 
sarily delivered by the Judge advocate 
general to General Miles, who would 
transmit it to the secretary of war. 


However it may be that the judge 


advocate general may not render the 
report upon the case so the routine as 
prescribed would not necessarily fol- 
low. 
At any rate it is the intention of 


Judge Advocate Davis to deliver the 
proceedings of the court, when he has 
concluded with them, directly to the 
secretary of war, who may, and prob- 
ably will, refer the papers to the judge 
advocate general for a legal review. It 
is probable the latter officer "will con- 
sume about a week in the examination 
of the papers so they will not come be- 
fore the president before February 5. 


There is already awaiting action at 


the White House, technically, though 
actually in the s hands of the attorney 
general, a record of the court-martial 
in the case of Captain Carter of the 
engineer corps. The case is one of the 
greatest importance in military juris- 
prudence and as this occupies the first 
place on the 'docket in presidential 
cases, it is possible the president may 
decide to postpone action upon the 
General Eagan case until he has passed 
upon that of Capt Carter. Though ad- 
journed without date the General 
Eagan court-martial still preserves its 
legal existence and will continue to do 
so until the findings reached by it have 
been finally acted upon by the execu- 
tive. This practice is made necessary 
by the occasional discovery of error at 
some stage in the proceedings, which 
requires such correction as can be ad- 
ministered only by the full court

Rgoncillo Getting Points Inimical to 


the Administration's Policy. 


Denies Advising Filipinos to 


Fight For Independence. 


An Impression That He Is Trying to Keep 


Himself Before the Public. 


New York. Tan. 18— The Commercial 


Cable company announce today that It 
hM been advised by American author!* 
tie* at Manila that private telegrams 
in secret language are not to be han- 
dled either to or from the 


Washington, Jan. 28.—Tho officials at 


the state epartment are mute respect- 
ing the treatment to be accorded Agon- 
cillo, the representative here of Agum- 
alJo. although it is known that he has 
been held under surveillance ever since 
his arrival in this city, and that it was 
learned that he was Jn/correspondence 
over the cables With hia'ehief, generally 
through some one of the Philippine 
juntas in Hong Konk, London or Pans, 
but whether any telegram has been ac- 
tually intercepted cannot be learned. 


There was good ground also for the be- 


lief that Agoncillo was etceiving advice 
from certain persons ^inimical to the 
policy the president has adopted for"the 
•treatment of the Philippine question at 
this stage. This had been tolerated re- 
luctantly by the administration rather 
than to make an open issue of What is 
still a case possible of adjustment. The 
publication two days ago of what proved 
to be a very good abstract, with exact 
quotations, of the letter heft the day pre- 
ceding the publication by 'Agoncillo's 
secretary at the state department, like- 
wise was resented at a notable breach 
of official decorum. 


The first inclination of the officials 


after this publication was to get rid o: 
Agoncillo, but officials were loth to taki 
any action in advance of the senate pas 
sage upon the pending peace treatv 
especially as action might involve pa«3' 
ing upon certain legal and d'plomatK 
points involved as to which it is desired 
not to establish precedents at this time, 


Administration officials believe the 


general tenor of the advices Agoncillo 
has sent his principals has been in the 
line of admonition to bold off from th« 
acceptance of any terms from General 
Otis in view of the prospect that the 
peace treaty might fail in the United 
States senate. 


The situation at ManilaJs regarded as 


critical, of course, but the official* see no 
reason why they cannot command it for 
a time at l«ast. General Otis reported 
Thursday that he could hold out beyond 
a doubt until Ms reinforcements arrived, 
and added that as the news had reached 
Manila that there was every prospect 
that the peace treaty will be soon rati- 
fied by the United States senate the ef- 
fect upori the native element had be 
salutary. 


Agoncillo authorized the following 


statement concerning a j^blished report 
that the government ha£ intercepted dis- 
patches from him to AguuiaJdo, in which 
he advised that the Filipinos would have 
to fight for their independence, and that 
now was the time to act: 
* 


"The statement is absolutely false, and 


is calculated to excite feeling and ani- 
mosity in this country and to prejudice 
the Philippine cause. No suoh telegram 
has ever been sent by me, and for that 
reason no such telegram could have beer 
intercepted. The*, falaity of the state- 
ment is shown by the fact that I have 
cabled my government to continue the 
same friendship which was born on th< 
battlefield against Spain. The Philip- 
pine people have no wish and no purpose 
to fight against the Americans unless 
they are driven to it Their only desire 
is to strengthen the bonds now existing." 


Other members of the Filipinto junta 


who were present when Agoncillo madt 
his statement concurred in what he said 
and emphasized the latter's declaration 
that all his advices had been toward an 
avoidance of a rupture. 


In other quarters it wag stated that 


Agoncillo had sent dispatches from time 
to time, three rather long ones going 
within the last .few days. According to 
the Filipinos nothing that has been sent 
advised fighting, but everything has 
counselled continued friendship. Under 
such circumstances the members of the 
junta assert that any Incriminating dis- 
patch which has come into the hands ol 
the government is a forgery if It ascribes 
to Agoncillo any advice to Agumaldo to 
begin fighting. Beyond denying this re- 
port Agoncillo said ho bad nothing to 
make public. 


The fact is Aguinaldo has been so 


persistent in his efforts to get into a 
quarrel with this government, thatsome 
well informed persons suspect that if 
he wrote the dispatch it waa with the 
deliberate intention of letting it fall into 
the hands of the administration. He 
evidently fancies that by keeping be- 
fore the public eye in a threatening way 
he can cause pressure to be brought 
upon the state department for his recog- 
nition, as the easiest way to save fur- 
ther trouble. He probably did not real- 
ize that he was taking- a pretty large 
risk.

clean htm. \Vht>n I goi my hands on a 
man's suit of clothes, ho is no longir un- 
known to mo. 


"Yon take tho ministers. Of course 


they nil wear a garb that is significant of 
Choir calling 
The back of the coats they 


bring here to be fixed are always shining 
like a plate glass mirror. Their lapels are 
out of hnefroM much pulling and hauling 
to improve their appoartuce. Thoir trou- 
sers shiTjo, too, with a brilliancy that 
speaks of long vigils and hours of prayer, 
with perhaps an extra polish obtained in 
putting down 'isrpots or too frequent rub- 
bing with the palms of the hands, smock- 
ing their logs In laughter while cracking 
jokes. They do not wear creases length- 
wise In their trousers pressed by the iron, 
but tho creases circle nroand tho legs. 
That's caused by holding the children on 
his lap 
Pshaw I Toucan always tell a 


preacher's clothes. 


"Tho lawyer's oluthns are almost as easi- 


ly distinguished as tho preacher's. The 
sent of his trousers is always thin. ' You 
sen, bo generally sits on a wooden or cane 
bottom chair. This part of his trousers is 
only an adumbration. If the hole is worn 
completely through, ho adopts one of two 
measures.

The gam- 
bler generally leaves cords or poker chips 
in bis pockets, and I have no trouble in 
finding him out 


"Take the grocery man, for instance. 


His clothes smell-of almost everything 
Lora fish to peppermint candy. They are 
more or less soiled from coming in con- 
tact with lard and other greasy substances 
They wear an apron in front, which pro- 
tects that part of the suit. 


"It's funny to see the newspaper man's 


clothes. He don't have time for the use 
of a coat. There are two full moons in 
bis pantaloons, and nary a patch is there 
His trousers are fringed at the not torn, 
and he generally wears bis pants turned 
up 
He is fairly neat in appearance—that 


is, keeps his clothes clean, because he sel- 
dom has more than one suit.

One of the Host BenmrlmMe Cases of 


Jail Brmkios; on Record—Accomplished 
by * Fe»t Which Almost Bordered OB 


, tb« miraculous. 


It is one thing to catch m thief and it 


j is another thing to bold him. During a 


meeting of the chiefs of police of all the 
larger cities of the United States and 
Canada, which occurred at Milwaukee, 
there were reminiscences of remarkable 
captures and of escapes which bordered 
closely npon the miraculous. 


"The moat remarkable escape from 


prison that I can recall," said William 
A. Pinkerton, "was 
that of Frank 


Steadman from the San Queatin prison. 
But I'll not tell yon about it, for here 
is John Glass, who caught Steadman 
and sent him back to San Qnentis." 


Chief Glass pinched the brown im- 


perial on his under lip reflectively for 
a moment before be responded to the 
looks of inquiry bent npon bun by those 
not familiar witb tbe story. 


"The escape to which yon refer, Pin- 


kerton, was made after I sent Steadman 
to San Qnentin and not before. I was 
not the fortunate due to get him after 
that last wonderful break. And to tell 
the truth, I have never taken to myself 
much credit for taking him tbe time I 
did, for it was to a considerable degree 
a matter of good fortune. Yon see, we 
were jnst at that time keeping our eyes 
open for a bank robber by the name of 
Barnes, who had gone into one of tbe 
banks out there, covered the one man 
who happened to be alone in the place 
at the time, locked him op in tbe vault, 
and then coolly walked ont of tbe bank 
and oat of sight witb all the funds he 
could get bis bands on. 


"One day a man answering closely 


tbe description we bad of BarubD step- 
ped off the train at Los Angeles. We 
took him in tow at once, bnt found 
we did not bave tbe bird we were after. 
Howevet, we managed to bold him 
long enough to find ont that he was 
Frank Steadman, who had become no- 
torious even at that time at a successful 
jail breaker. He bad four or five escapes 
from prison in southern Inuiana credit- 
ed to bim, had got away from Joliet 
and bad still seven years to do at the 
Illinois prison; had also been at Sac 
Qnentin, and bad escaped from there 
with five years unfinished. 


"Steadman was a machinist by pro- 


fession, and a burglar by inclination 
When be was sent back to San Qnentin 
to finish bis time, be was put to work 
witb other convicts in the engine room. 
It was bere that an idea came into bis 
brain that for absolute daring and fear 
leasness was typical of the man. He bad 
noticed that every evening at the time 
tbe men working in the engine room 
were lined np to be marched away, the 
machinery was stopped at exactly the 
same moment. He bad observed as well 
that a window leading to an adjacent 
roof was not far from tbe top of tbe big 
driving belt of tbe engine. From that 
roof it was possible to reach tbe ontei 
wall of tbo prison. Beyond the wall 
was freedom. He bed escaped so many 
times that bis mind levertcd again and 
again to tbe window bigb up on the 
wall of tbe engine room. Apparently it 
was beyond all possibility of being 
reached. No ladder was to be obtained. 
Had such a thing been even standing 
in place against tba wall, to break 
from tbe line and scale it witb catlike 
dexterity, although tbe work of bnt a 
few seconds, be well knew would be 
futile, possibly fatal. Ballets travel 
faster than legs, and tba guards were 
not bad shot*. Bnt desperate deeds de- 
mand desperate means. Some minds 
may work with an ingenuity bora of 
despair, but Steadmun's was of a differ- 
ent caliber. His plans were tba out' 
growth of steadfast optimism. 


"One day then came to him as if by 


inspiration tbe thought that tbo big belt 
might bo tbe means of carrying bim to 
bis goal. Be found tbat it was impossi- 
ble to count tb« revolutions of tbe driv- 
ing wheel, hnt then wen lacings ia 
tbe broad belt, wbicii be was able to 
distinguish ns a tort of blur as it passed 
• given point. For days and days he 
counted, and in bis cell at night be 
•pent hi* time ia calculations. He dis- 
covered tbe exact number of revolutions 
tbe wheel mad* pes minute. Be leaned 
also by eoaetaat observation jut bow 
•soy times tbe belt went round after 
the engine was atat down. 


"One 
evening, when the line hid 


been formed M usual at tbe dose of the 
day's work and as tbe big_wbeel began 


to lose its momentum, »uuuc»uj a wu- 
vict sprang from the line, leaped to the 
belt, with outstretched arms grappling 
both edges of the broad leather. He bad 
calculated well tbo strength that would 
be required, for the tcrrifio -wrench did 
not loosen his grasp. Onlward and up 
ward he swung until be reached the 
topmost point of the circumference. The 
nicety of his calculation bad reaped its 
reward. The belt stopped. He leaped to 
his feet, sprang through the window 
and was gone before convicts or guards 
had recovered from their astonishment. 
He caught up a guard's coat and hat, 
dropped from the wall and got away in 
the dusk of the evening. I am inclined 
to believe that as a mathematical propo- 
sition that was about as perfect a piece 
of 'work as any man ever accomplished.'' 


"And did be get away without re- 


capture?" some one askod. 
4 "No, I am almost sorry to say, he did 
not,'" answered the Los Angeles chief, 
"for that onght by rights to be the de- 
nouement of such a story, which com- 
bines so much of daring and cleverness. 
Steadn-au was taken again in a short 
time and put to work at his old job. 
There are bars over that high window 
above the big drive belt now. Not long 
after this Steadman cut and pearly kill- 
eft one of the other convicts and is now 
serving out an additional sentence for 
attempted murder at theFoleom prison, 
which is situated some 28 miles from 
Sacramento."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

NAVAL NAVIGATORS. 


THEY HAVE MANY VERY SERIOUS DU- 


Tlt-S TO PERFORM. 


BeiidM a Thorough Nautical Tralnlbf tb* 


Oaiour Who Navigate! a Man-of-war 
Unit Be Pollened of a Va«t Fond of 
Technical Scientific Knowledge. 


It is doubtful if any office in the 


navy, aside from an absolute command, 
involves so vast a responsibility as tbat 
of navigator of a man-of-war. The du- 
ties of this important station in former 
years fell to officers of tbe rank of mas- 
ter, bnt with the abolition of that 
grade its affairs devolved upon the 
lieutenants holding the highest num- 
bers on the list. Upon the navigator of 


i a warship depends uot only the task of 


i shaping the vessel's course for 
any 


' point across tbe seas to which h?r des- 


tinies may direct her, bnt also the re- 


I fiponsibility of piloting her in and out 


[ of harbor-and of selecting a safe anchor- 


age for her in every port visited daring 


i tbe period of her cruise. Hence, it fol- 
1 lows that, combined with a thorough 


nautical training, the competent navi- 
gator must >>e possessed of a vast fund 
of geographical, meteorological and hy- 
drograpbical knowledge. While at sea, 
he mnst know the vessel's position to a 
degree, -which necessitates ris taking 
freqneiit observations of tho celestial 
bodies and making solutions of intricate 
problems in geometry and trigonometry, 
such as constantly arise through devia- 
tions, brought about by innumerable 
causes, from her given course. 


Unquestionably tho most important; 


element m navigation, because of its 


j infallibility under ordinary conditions, 


j in determining tbe latitude, longitude 


I and error in the ship's compass, is what 
! is known in maritime phraseology as 
j "nautical astronomy." With the aid of 
! n sextant or quadrant for measuring the 
, altitude of the heavenly bodies above 


> the horizon or their distance from each 


other, a timepiece to mark the instant 
of an observation, a chronometer to 
show the time at the first meridian, a 
nautical almanac and an azimuth com- 
pass, the navigator can readily deter- 
mine his position with the utmost ex- 
actitude. 


The average voyage ia more or less 


characterized by erroneous estimates ia 
distances sailed, in varying currents, 
careless steering, deviation in the com- 
pass and numerous other obstacles, and 
npon the navigator rests the responsi- 
bility of adjusting such errors. In long 
passages across the open sea the navi- 
gator is governed by a rather complex 
combination of motives, which may be 
summed up as follows: To fover tbe re- 
quired distance in the shortest space of 
time witb the smallest expenditure of 
fuel and the least wear and tear of the 
vessel tbat impossible. 


With these objects in view tbe navi- 


gator must prior to sailing superintend 
personally the stowing of the hold, the 
arrangement of ballast; water, provi- 
sions, stores, etc., and the inspection 
and adjustment of tbe motive appliances 
of the ship, all of which features, sever- 
ally and collectively, greatly affect her 
speed and seaworthiness. 


If his vessel possesses tbe facilities 


for making sail, be mnst while at sea 
exercise tbe .keenest judgment and fore- 
sight as to utilizing the same, tor sail 
used to good advantage is a great saver 
of coal, while otherwise, if used indis- 
criminately, it may entail much loss of 
time. The expert navigator draws the 
line with exceeding fineness between a 
high fair wind and a gale, making the 
most of the former as long as his vessel 
is not jeopardized, heaving her to at 
just tbe proper period and getting under 
way again at the first sign of moderation 
iu tbe weather. The commander of a 
warship reposes the utmost confidence 
in a skilled and careful navigator and 
rarely interferes with his plans. Anoth- 
er ot the numerous details coming under 
the navigator's supervision is the keep- 
ing of tbe ship's log. This is commenced 
by him at the time the vessel is placed 
in commission, and its pages record the 
events of each succeeding day. There is 
absolutely nothing which transpires of- 
ficially on board of a man-of-war that 
is not written in the log, and ftrcb day 
the navigator must carry it to the com- 
manding officer for his inspection. At 
the expiration of every six months the 
ship's log must be closed and forwarded 
to tbe navy department at Washington, 
where it is placed among the records. 


The navigator is provided with a 


large and varied assortment of instru- 
ments and appliances designed to facili- 
tate his work. While in port be is often 
detailed to make surveys of portions of 
the coast line which may be defective 
npon the charts or to determine the ex- 
act location of rocks or shoals which 
hitherto have not been marked with 
sufficient accuracy.'- 


The naviKator hfib charge of all the 


various weather*indicators of the vessel 
and must rfinder quarterly reports of 
all meteorological observations. These 
are taken at regular intervals by the 
quartermaster of tbe watch and fully 
onterec. cpon tbe ship's log. The navi- 
gator must regularly inspect the steer- 
ing gear, compasses, anchors and chain 
cables of the ship and daily report their 
condition tc tbe commanding officer, 
fie mubt a'so keep a separate book in 
which are recorded all calculations re- 
lating to the navigation of the vessel 
and in which no erasures are permitted 
to be made. At the expiration of the 
cruise this book is forwarded to the 
bureau of navigation. 


The duties of a navigating officer are 


more than sufficient to fully occupy his 
time, bnt; notwithstanding this fact, 
be frequently stands his waiih nf sea. 
While in poet be is ex officio the execu- 
tive officer durug the letter's absence 
from the vessel.'

He 
received tbe medal "for saving of human 
life," and ho continued to wear it on all 
toicuiomons occasions until he withdrew

ingly, "What Joes that thing moan?"

"Not much," said Bismarck, "only 


that I am in the habit of suving a life now 
and then." 


He was a man of the world whenever 


he wanted to bo so and an excellent talk- 
er 
These qualities surprised no one more 


than the empress of France, who, like most 
of her coxintrywnmen, was inclined to 
conceive Bismarck as a rude, cold Wooded, 
clumsy brute of tho old uncivilized Teu- 
tons, who led a primitive, life in the vir- 
ginal forests of Germany, dividing their 
hostile attentions between boars, bears 
and Romans It was she who said of him, 
"Mais il est plus causcurqu'nn Fran- 
cais!"

DOSES THAT DOCTORS PRESCRIBED 


TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 


Children Were Compelled to Tslce 


Mixture* of Hainan Skull- Carth- 
irorzna. G*r4en Saalli un 
'rail*'

Dr. Robert Key burn, professor of physi- 


ology and hygiene in the medical depart- 
ment of the Howard university In Wash- 
ington, has collected an interesting array 
of facts that show tbe pleasant and scien- 
tific manner of treating tbe diseases of 
children that obtained about 300 years 
ago. 
The paper was read before a joint 


meeting of the Medical and Anthropo- 
logical societies in Washington, and was 
revolved with much attention. 


The first authority quoted by him was 


Dr. Thomas Willis, an eminent physician 
of England. He was born in 1621 and 
diet' in Ifi74 
He wrote concerning the 


treatment of epilepsy: 


"A Han in this Neighborhood bad all 


his Children dead of Convulsions within 
throa months after they were born. At 
length, to prevent tbe eame fate in a Son 
of his that was new bom, he thought prop- 
er to try the Power of Medicine. I was 
called to him a few days after the Birth 
and ordered an Issue in the first Place to 
be made in his Neok, and that two Ounces 
of Blood should be drawn next Day at the 
Nock by the Application of Leeches 
I ad- 


vised besides thru for three Days before 
each Change of the Moon, and again be- 
fore the Full, about five Grains of the fol- 
lowing Powder should be given him 
Morning and Evening in a Spoonful of 
the >Tii]ap: 


"Take prepared Htnnnn Skull, the Boot 


of Male Peony, of each one Drachm 
Pearls in Powder, half a Drnchm 
Mix 


them all together and make a very fine 
Powder. 


'"Cake of Black Cherry Water three 


Ounces.. The Antepilept^ck Water of Lan- 
gins, an Ounce 
Syrup of tho Flowers of 


Male Peony, six Drachms. 


"I likewise ordered tbe Nurse to take a 


Draught of Whey, in which the Roots and 
Seeds of Male Peony, and the Leaves of 
Lilly of tbe Valley had been boiled, twice 
'every Day at the same Hours. 


"The Child continued well about two 


Months and then began to be troubled 
with Convulsive Disorders; upon which 
Account the same Medicines were again re- 
peated in large Doses, both to the Child 
and Nurse. Blisters were applied behind 
the Ears, and he was again Weeded at the 
Jugulars with Leeches. By these Means 
be got well again within two or three 
Days 
After he was seven Years old, the 


Convulsions entirely left him, but about 
the lower part of the Back Bone, an in- 
dolent Tumor arose. This Tumor occa- 
sioned a Distortion of the Vertebrae, which 
was succeeded by a Weakness of the 
Limbs, and at length a Palsey." 


Dr Walter Harris, physician in ordi- 


nary to King William III of England 
(born in England in 1661 and died in 
1735), says: 


"A girl 11 years old of a sanguine con- 


stitution and troubled with very long and 
violent Epileptic Paroxysms, desired my 
advice tbe Eighteenth of December, 1701 
For six months she had suffered two 
severe Paroxysms each day. Tbe Paroxysm 
was in this manner: She fell first down 
as if dead upon tbe floor or bed; wbenoo 
this disease i» called the Calling Sickness, 
and after remaining motionless for a lit- 
tle while she tossed .her limbs here and 
there with a great force and violence, at- 
tempting to beat herself with ber bands 
She frequently bended ber head down- 
ward with strong Convulsions, and flung 
it backward with such force, as if she de- 
signed to dash tbe bind part of her-Skull 
to pieces." 


After giving this vivid and accurate 


picture of epilepsy be says: "I prescribed 
for her the following powders Take of 
prepared Earth Worms One Ounce 
Hu- 


man Skull prepared Two Scruples (forty 
grains) Mix them and divide into twelve 
powders, one to be taken twice a day in a 
spoonful of Cephalic Jnlap." 


Dr. Richard Wiseman lived about 200 


years ago, and Vas the physician to King 
Charles II of England, and from his trea- 
tise on tbe king's ,$yil, or scrofula, the 
following paragraph is taken 
After pre- 


scribing various remedies be says: 


"But where that does not agree we pre- 


scribe distilled milk of which this sort 
may serve as an example. Take of best 
sarsaparilla one pound, Shavings of Harts- 
horn six ounces. Leaves of Agrimony and 
of both kinds of Fluelline, of each three 
handfuls 
White and Red Sannders, of 


each two drachms 
English Liquorice a 


pound. 
Garden Snails one hundred 


Earth Worms one pound. New Cow's 
Milk two gallons. 


"Distill them according to art and to 


three pounds or pints of the distilled liquor 
add two ounces of prepared Crabs' Eyea 
Let bim take of this to the quantity of 
four ounces at a time adding to each dose 
some quantity of Cinnamon Water." 


Dr. Harris' treatment of fever was: 
"To a child of a year old laboring under 


a fever or tormented with gripes I com- 
monly prescribe in the following manner 
Take Compound Powder of Crabs' Claws, 
Prepared Pearls, of each one drachm (60 
grains) Mix them and make a powder to 
be divided into six equal parts The child 
must take one of these immediately and 
lot it be repeated (if tbe case require two 
hours thereafter, and then every fourth 
hour)." 


Dr Burton, who was contemporary 


with Dr Harris, wrote an interesting 
monograph on chin cough, or whooping 
cough, as it is called in our day He says 


"When I am cailed, if the child be in 


danger of being convulsed, in the first 
place, in order to gain time, 1 let some 
blood, which I would not otherwise do 
because it is contrary to the second indi- 
cation, and those children who were bled 
or much purged were always longer in re- 
covering than tbose wno had not been 
bled at all. 


"I ordered a Scruple, (8C grains) cf Con- 


tbarides (Spanish flies) and as much Cam- 
phire i camphor) well rubbed together, to 
be mixed with three drachms of Extract 
of Bark (80 grains) of which composition 
I gave tho Children eight or nine grains 
every third or fourth hour in a spoonful 
of some simple Water or Julap, in which 
I had dissolved somo balsam copuivy."— 
New York Press.

THE ASSESSOB*' MATTER- 


The two points concerning the board 


of assessors now being discussed to 
some extent are, the increase of the 
salaries of the assessors and the 
advisability of having the assessors 
appointed by the mayor. The charter 
fixes the compensation for assessors 
and provides the method of choosing 
them. To change the salary or change 
the method of choosing assessors an 
amendment to the charter is necessary. 
Every voter knows how the assessors 
are now chosen so it is not necessary 
to comment on that. Concerning the 
matter of salaries the assessors re- 
ceive now, according to charter, pro- 
visions, $400 a year, making $1200 for 
the board. The suggestion before the 
people is that the charter be amended 
to allow the chairman of the board $700 
a year and the other two members $600 
a year, each. 


The suggestion, which was put out 


.following the salary suggestion, was 
that, if the salary matter was brought 
before the council for the purpose of 
'securing a charter amendment to per- 
mit the raise desired, it might be well 
to consider the plan of having the as- 
sessors appointed. T" 
thought was 


that if so serious a th _g as a charter 
amendment was to be attempted with 
reference to the assessors that it might 
not be amiss to consider the assessor 
matter in more ways than one. Some 
cities of the state have adopted the ap- 
pointment plan and are well pleased 
with its workings. The argument in 
favor of it is a simple one. It may not 
apply here, but it 5s that the appoint- 
ment plan takes the choice of assessors 
beyond 
the machinations of 
ward 


politics and noticeably tends to the 
selection of better men. Of course it 
is for the taxpayers to say and too 
general an expression of opinion can- 
not be obtained. It is quite likely that 
if the whole matter were put to a 
vote no change would be endorsed as 
there seems to he no lack of acceptable 
men willing to become assessors at the 
present salary. The struggles of the 
last city election indicate this. 


THE CO-0PEKAT1VE ASSOCIATION. 


- The Co-operative association has 
neld another annual meeting and has 
.been again able to present another 
flattering report of a quarter year's 
business. It may be accepted now that 
the* association has passed the ex- 
perimental stage and is on firm footing. 
The co-operative idea has not until 
the present time been held in high es- 
teem in this city. It has been looked 
'upon as a dream of the theorist that 
could not be put into practice. This 
opinion was formed, no doubt, because 
*vt the failures of past co-operative at- 
tempts. The people did not look be- 
yond the idea to the men who had 
taken it upon themselves to demon- 
strate it. 


The success of the North Adams Co- 


operative association is due to the men 
who are interested in it. The plan is 
practical when the proper persons take 
hold of it and like any other plan is 
Impractical when not in right bands. If 
attention has been paid to the news- 
paper reports of the North Adams Co- 
operative association It is known that 
a large number of the level-headed 
people of the city are share-holders of 
the association. Men of high position 
in-the manufactories and In some busi- 
ness- institutions of the city are con- 
nected with it 
Such men were con- 


nected with It from the beginning and 
hence its success. They brought the 
needed Intelligence, patience and con- 
servatism.

Tne co-operative plan Is one of the

80 
far its benefits are mainly confined to 
the middle classes and the higher class 
of tradesmen. 
The worklngman, who 


earns the average wage, does not 
properly understand the plan though 
to him its benefits would be propor- 
tionately great A thrift is required to 
prompt an acceptance of it that un- 
fortunately is not generally found in 
his class. But the more thrifty and 
better informed are doing good m'sslon- 
ary work among the less thrifty and 
lesa informed and the result is far 
from being discouraging. 


Public opinion ruleo.

As this Is perhaps 
impracticable, the public must seek 
safety from the danger which seems tc 
be so prevalent, in using only brands 
of powder that are well known as pure 
and reliable, and refusing to buy the 
low priced, so-called "cheap" goods. 
The baking powders containing alum 
are generally Sold at from 25 cents tc 
30 cents a pound, while a pure powder 
costs about 45 cents.

Senator Frye devoted himself largely 


to an explanation of the proceedings 
of the, commission, reading liberally 
from the record as already printed," but 
stopping as he proceeded to explain the 
quotations which he made. He had not 
proceeded a great way in his exposition 
of the subject when he was asked if 
the president had not ojrigtnaliy in- 
structed the commission to only Insist 
upon securing a coaling station in the 
Philippine group. To this Mr. Frye re- 
plied that he did not feel at liberty to 
give his Interpretation of the president's 
Instructions, but it was not necessary 
that he should do so, as the president 
had, he said, determined to comply par- 
tially, at least, with the senate's request 
for the documents on file bearing upon 
the negotiation of the treaty, and Mr. 
Frye said he felt Justified in assuring 
the senate that the papers would be 
received not later than Monday. 


Mr. Frye devoted the principal-por- 


tion of his speech, outside of the reading 
of the report, to an explanation of why 
the Philippine archipelago was included 
In the cession to the United States. 


He was asked why those islands were 


not placed in the same class as Cuba, 
the sovereignty over this island b'eing 
merely relinquished, while in.the case of 
the Philippines It had been made over 
to the United States, and be replied that 
the difference was made because In the 
case of Cuba the commission was acting 
under Instructions from congress. 


He was reminded that the Filipinos 


professed to be fighting for freedom Just 
as the Cubans were, and that they were 
still contending for their own independ- 
ence. 


One senator reminded him of the rep- 


resentations of Aguinaldo's American 
agent. Agondllo, and asked if ho meant 
to force the Filipino people to actual 
ho'-MHtles, to which Mr. Frye retorted 
that it was the opposition which was 
forcing a continuance of the state of 
trar, and which would be responsible 
for hostilities If they should occur. As 
for himself, however, he did not know 
the Filipinos in the transaction. The 
treaty, he said, should have been ratified 
10 days ago, and, if it had been, all dan- 
ger of war with the people of the Phil- 
ippines would have been averted. 


Senator Mason asked whether the com- 


missioners did not know when they 
made the treaty, and whether he did not 
know now, that the natives of those isl- 
ands were then, as now, demanding their 
Independence. 
In reply Mr. Frye re- 


peated that the commission had dealt 
with Spain regarding the Filipinos &t> 
subjects of that country. 
Spain had 


lost in the conflict of war, and hence the 
United States had a perfect right, ac- 
cording to the law of nations, to acquire 
any part of her possessions or,, people 
in adjusting the balances after the war 
was over. 


Senator Berry. In his speech, declared 


that the acquisition of tHe Islands was 
merely a speculative scheme, containing 
more of the elements of lam! grabbing 
than of patriotism and philanthrophy.

ture as tbe function of the eye or tbe ear. 
The breathing to speak has to be learned 
If speaking is to be done well. To man 
age th,e breath properly is the first re- 
quirement of the art of speaking. To 
compress and condense the air in the lungs 
and then to force it straight at tbe vocal 
organ in the throat is to manage tbe 
breath properly. It is an artificial process. 
There is deep breathing, called diaphrag- 
matic or abdominal breathing; there is 
broad or wide breathing, called rib breath- 
ing, and there is shallow breathing, colled 
collar bone breathing. The full ezplana 
tion of breathing must be left for the in- 
structor. 
Suffice it to aay that deep 


breathing is the only possible breathing 
for tho true use of tho voice. Sound must 
corne without breath' Breath coming with 
the sound exhausts itself too soon, and it 
makes the sound harsh. Yon have only 
to try it to become conscious bow tbo tone 
is affected by it; 


Air. Sandlands tells us of i a very good 


hint be got on this point. Hold a lighted 
candle before your mouth while you are 
giving form the sound. If the florae 
flickers, there is breath with the sound 
The flame will not flicker if there is only 
sound.—Chambers' Journal.

One cup of chopped ham, one 
cup of grated cheese and two hard- 
boiled eggs, will make two kinds of sand- 
wiches. Chop eggs and hat. very fine, 
add a teaspoonful of borne made must- 
ard, two tablespoonfuls jf melted butter, 
the fame ->l vinegar, and a little salt 
and pepper, and spread between thin 
slices of buttered bread. The cheese 
sandwich filling is made by adding one 
tablespoonful of melted butter, one tea- 
spoonful homemade mustard, and a lit- 
tle pepper to.the cheese.

trappers-from Canada down into Loui-

Annual Reports of School 


Committee and of Supt. 


I. F. Hall. 


CRITICISM R)ir~THE 
OITY 


In Refining to Consider a New High 


School Building and 
Spending 


Money to Hire Outside Rooms. 


Increase in the Work. 


An important meeting of the school 


committee was held last evening, the 
chief feature being the reading of the 
annual reports of the committee and 
of Superintedent Hall, These two re- 
ports furnish a comprehensive review 
of the work and statement of the pres- 
ent situation in the schools. 


The committee's report refers to the 


increase of 900 pupils who attend 
school, since 1885. No extensive re- 
pairs were made on the buildings last 
year on acount of lack of funds. 


The committee severely criticizes the 


city council for its refusal to consider 
favorably the matter of a new high 
school building. In speaking of the 
changes that were made at Drury in- 
stead, the report says, "It was a short 
sighted policy that obliged us to spend 
the money we did on an old building 
like Drury, and pay rent annually for 
rooms on the outside." The committee 
thinks that if the city only knew how 
we compared with other cities on the 
matter of high school accomodations, 
there would be less criticism of the 
committee and a better directed effort 
to improve the condition. 


The one item which the committee 


considers unfavorable is the fact that 
the city is now forced to hire for school 
purposes outside rooms which are not 
at all fitted for the use to which they 
have to be put. 


The committee expects that it will 


be necessary to secure an additional 
teacher in the high school next year. 


The report refers to the work of the 


evening schools, and to the fact that 
the strictness of the present laws 
makes the demand for an evening 
school less general than it waa a few 
years ago. 


Supt. Ball's Report. 


Superintendent Hairs report covers 


many points that the 
committee's 


renort touches upon, butrtreats of them 
more fully. The whole number of pu- 
pils enrolled during the year was S969, 
an increase of 174 over the year before, 
end the largest number in the history 
of the city. 
The present number is 


3065, only 95 more than at the same 
time last year. This increase is not 
so much as it has been in years past, 
but Mr. Hall does not think this is 
because the number of pupils is not 
increasing. He gives several reasons 
which account for the smaller Increase. 


During the last three years the teach- 


ing force has been increased from 67 
to 100. It is a remarkable fact that 
there are so few changes in the teach- 
ing force of the city,' and it is a thing 
bo regard with satisfaction that the 
city is able to keep to its schools the 
same teachers. Especially is this true 
in connection with the fact i that the 
salaries paid here average lower than 
in almost any city of its size. The re- 
port refers to the excellent results 
from the teachers' meetings that are 
held at frequent intervaja 


The report closes with a number of 


suggestions. 
Mr. Hall does not think 


the results are enough from the work 
in reading that is done during the first 
two years of school. He also thinks 
that there should be a prepared course 
of outside reading for the pupils so 
that they may be taught what is best 
in general literature. 


It is also expected that there will 


have to be an extension of the work 
done in the high school within a few 
years. .

His Speech in Congress Exeites Favor 


able Comment, 


George P. Lawrence of (North Adams 


represents the western counties of 
Massachusetts in the lower branch of 
Congress. It is a region which has in 
the past wielded unusual Influence in 
the house, through its practice of 
sending men of ability and character 
to Washington, and then keeping them 
there until they made an Impression 
upon the course of legislation. The 
present representative came to his 
place through the death of the con- 
gressman elected in 1896. He had made 
a good record in the legislature of his 
state, and was so plainly the choice of 
his party when a vacancy occurred 
that he did not need to ^ make any 
struggle for the office. He maintained 
the Character for independence which 
he had previously established, last fall, 
when, as a republican candidate for re- 
election, he declared himself against, 
the policy of expansion to which even 
then the republican administration at 
Washington was evidently becoming 
committed. 


Mr. Lawrence went on to argue that 


a colonial power must have a great 
army; that an assumption of pferrna- 
nent sovereignty over islands so many 
thousand miles away means that we 
must have permanently a larger- mili- 
tary force—how large no one can tell 
although it is already proposed* to 
have a standing army of 100,000" men. 
The 2d Massachusetts regiment, which 
suffered so terribly .in Cuba last sum- 
mer, was largely composed of men from 
Mr. Lawrence's district, and he, there- 
fore, spoke with knowledge when he 
said: "During the past year we have 
seen what it means to have our boys 
sent to the (Topics. We saw them start 
out, full of courage and strength. We 
saw them come home in a few short 
weeks, 
broken 
down 
physically, 


wrecked in health, many of them, for 
life."—New York Evening Post

quest. Now; however, It eeema proper 
that it be printed and In justice to Mr. 
Pattlson, his statement of the facta 
should be given to the public: 
To the Editor of The Transcript: - 


Being perhaps the person most In- 


terested in the recent case of milk 
poisoning, and being dally confronted 
with such questions as "why did you 
not report to the board of health 
soonerY" and "why did your people 
who have charge of the dairy put in 
milk from an animal with an Inflamed 
udder?" and "why was the board of 
health so long in taking action?" I, 
not only in Justice to myself, but also 
to the board of health and inspector 
beg permission to state a few facts 
through the medium of your valuable 
paper. 


To begin, it seems that all the milk 


that was affected was sold on Sunday 
on West Main street, about 70 quarts. 
I knew nothing whatever of the trouble 
until Monday morning, when I came 
to deliver milk to the families con- 
cerned. As soon as I reached the street 
I saw Dr. Stafford, who had already 
knowledge of the case, and had sent 
the inspector to the farm. He had only 
become aware 
that anything was 


wrong the previous evening, so it can 
be seen that no time was lost. 


The Inspector/ Dr. McDonnell, upon 


reaching the farm found every animal 
eating and seemingly in perfect health, 
and it waa only upon the closest ex- 
amination that he found the source 
of trouble. I also have his permission 
to state that it was no fault of the 
milker in not detecting it, as there .was 
very little if any outward Indication of 
trouble. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank all 


concerned for their very fair and im- 
partial investigation of the case, also 
to make known to my many patrons 
my appreciation of their expressions 
of confidence and sympathy, and their 
very kind consideration in wajting un- 
til matters were explained before giv- 
ing their patronage elsewhere.

It is loaded with com- 
pressed air sufficient to last a man 40 
minutes in the thickest smoke and is 
consequently very valuable • in cases 
like that of Friday. A protector of this 
kind costs $100, which seems like a 
large amount, but CHief Byars is of 
the opinion that it would be a good 
investment.
